KURELEK  EXHIBIT 


DEVELOPMENT  OF  UKRAINIAN- CANADIAN  NEWSPAPER  AND 
THESES  COLLECTIONS 

The  Institute  has  undertaken  a project  to 
acquire  a complete  collection  on  microfilm  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  newspapers,  almanacs,  and 
periodicals  for  the  University  of  Alberta 
Library.  The  Library  presently  has  five 
Ukrainian-Canadian  newspaper  titles.  It  is 
projected  that  by  the  fall  of  1978  the  number 
will  increase  to  30  and  others  will  be  added  as 
they  are  microfilmed.  The  microfilming  will  be 
determined  by  the  rarity,  significance,  and 
availability  of  publications. 

The  Institute  is  also  acquiring  a complete 
collection  of  theses  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada 
for  the  University  of  Alberta  Library.  At 
present  the  Library  has  43  titles  and  an 
additional  29  are  on  order. 

The  development  of  newspaper  and  theses 
holdings  will  greatly  enrich  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  resources  at  the  University  of  Alberta.

A display  of  books  of  paintings  by  the  late 
William  Kurelek  was  mounted  in  the  Institute's 
reading  room  during  the  month  of  December.  A 
well-known  and  prolific  artist  of  Ukrainian 
background,  Kurelek  was  born  and  raised  in  the 
Canadian  West,  and  many  of  his  paintings  depict 
scenes  from  his  childhood  on  the  prairies.. 
Before  his  death  on  November  3,  1977, 

Kurelek  was  to  be  proposed  as  a candidate  for  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  at  the  University 
of  Alberta's  1978  spring  convocation.  Over 
ten  books  of  paintings  by  Kurelek  have  been 
published  in  the  last  few  years;  several  of  them 
are  to  be  republished  in  the  near  future. 


HARVARD  ANALYZES  SOCIAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF 
UKRAINIANS  IN  USA  AT  CONFERENCE 

On  November  11-12,  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute  (HURI) , and  the  Ukrainian  Center 
for  Social  Research  co-sponsored  a symposium  at 
HURI  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  entitled 
"Demographic  and  Socio-Economic  Characteristics 
of  Persons  with  Ukrainian  Mother  Tongue  in  the 
United  States,  1970."  The  first  such  symposium 
in  the  USA  featured  11  papers,  followed  by  a 
"Summary  Panel"  in  the  Ukrainian  language. 

The  symposium  was  structured  around  data 
taken  from  the  1970  American  census  which 
identified  Ukrainians  by  the  use  of  the  Ukrainian 
language  in  the  homes  of  respondents  in  their 
early  years. 

In  their  papers,  speakers  stressed  the 
inadequacy  of  mother  tongue  as  the  sole  deter- 
minant of  ethnic  identity  (patrilineage  and 
subjective  identification  being  alternative 
bases).  However,  the  fact  that  HURI,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  study  of  Ukrainian  Americans,  purchased 
and  used  census  tapes  to  arrive  at  a better 
understanding  of  the  Ukrainians  in  the  United 
States  was  recognized  by  all  as  a significant 
achievement . 

The  symposium  was  divided  into  three  sessions. 
The  first  heard  papers  by  P.R.  Magocsi  (Harvard) 
"General  Characteristics  of  the  Ukrainian  Im- 
migration to  the  United  States";  I.Z.  Holowinsky 
(Rutgers)  "Psychological  and  Social  Variables  of 
Language  Assimilation";  J.P.  Fulton  (Brown) 
"Demographic  Profile  of  Ukrainian  Americans";  and 
J.  Wolowyna  (Brown)  "Fertility  and  Nuptiality 
of  Ukrainian  Americans."  The  session  was  opened 
by  W.W.  Isajiw  (Toronto),  chaired  by  F.E.  Sysyn 
(Harvard),  and  G.S.  Masnick  (Harvard)  was  the  dis- 
cussant . 

The  second  session  consisted  of  two  sections: 
R.  A.  Cybriwsky  (Temple)  "Population  Distribution 
and  Internal  Migration  of  Ukrainian  Americans, 
1970";  and  F.E.  Kobrin  (Brown)  "Household  and 
Family  Structure  Among  Ukrainian  Americans, 
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1970."  The  discussant  was  T.  K.  Burch  (Western 
Ontario).  At  the  second  section  three  papers 
were  presented:  R.J.  Magnani  (Brown)  "Housing 

Charcteristics  of  Ukrainian  Americans,  1970"; 

B.A.  Anderson  (Brown)  "Labor  Force  Participation 
Among  Ukrainian  Americans,  1970";  and  0.  Wolowyna 
(Western  Ontario)  "Socio-Economic  Characteristics 
of  Ukrainian  Americans,  1970."  The  papers  were 
reviewed  by  H.J.  Abramson  (Connecticut)  and  the 
session  was  chaired  by  W.R.  Petryshyn  (Alberta). 


The  last  session,  chaired  by  R.  Renoff 
(Nassau),  heard  two  analytical  presentations. 

C.  Keeley  of  the  Centre  for  Policy  Studies, 

Population  Council}  thought  Ukrainians  might 
serve  well  as  model  for  other  ethnic  groups  in 
America.  W.  W.  Isajiw,  past  president  of  the 
Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Association,  raised  a 
number  of  theoretical  questions  based  on  the 
data:  Into  what  precisely  were  the  Ukrainians 

assimilating?  How  does  one  exactly  define  the 
concept  "Ukrainian"?  Are  there  ethnic 
(i.e.,  Ukrainian)  occupational  domains? 

The  Ukrainian  language  session,  chaired  by 
B.  Struminskyj  (Harvard),  summarized  the  results 
of  the  symposium.  The  chief  organizer,  0.  Wolowyna, 
concluded  that,  when  compared  to  the  American  average, 
census  respondents  whose  mother  tongue  was  Ukrainian 
in  1970  had  a higher  income,  greater  degree  of  home 
ownership  (in  older  homes),  more  working  women 
(especially  in  low  income  groups),  and  a greater 
enrolment  in  private  schools  and  among  university 
graduates.  V.  Bandera  (Temple)  reviewed  the  question 
of  the  number  of  Ukrainians  in  the  United  States: 
250,000  by  mother  tongue  and  750,000-1,250,000  by 
descent  criteria.  The  latter  leaves  the  question 
of  the  number  of  Carpatho-Ruthenians  unresolved. 

The  final  speaker,  W.R.  Petryshyn  (Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  Alberta)  reviewed 
the  three  periods  of  historical  and  sociological 
literature  about  Ukrainian  Canadians,  and 
indicated  that  the  study  of  the  Ukrainian  experience 
in  Canada  had  become  a legitimate  field  of  teaching, 
research,  and  publication.  The  development  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  studies  was  presented  as  a 
model  for  Ukrainian- American  studies. 

The  conference  was  organized  by  E.  Kasinec 
of  HURI,  0.  Wolowyna  and  his  wife  Jean,  and  A. 
Milanych,  president  of  the  Ukrainian  Centre  for 
Social  Research.  It  is  expected  that  the 
proceedings  will  be  published  shortly.

UKRAINIAN  HISTORICAL  CONFERENCE  PLANNED 

A Ukrainian  Historical  Conference  is  planned 
for  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  in  London, 
Ontario,  on  May  29-31,  1978,  within  the  framework 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Association 
of  Slavists.  The  conference  is  organized  jointly 
by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies, 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute,  and 
the  Ukrainian  Historical  Association.  It  is 
sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies. 

The  Ukrainian  Historical  Conference  will  be 
the  first  major  conference  on  the  North  American 
continent  to  treat  the  whole  spectrum  of  Ukrainian 
history,  from  the  tenth  through  the  twentieth  cen- 
turies. The  conference  will  therefore  indicate 
that  Ukrainian  history  has  matured  as  an  indepen- 
dent and  developed  discipline  in  North  America. 

The  conference,  too,  should  provide  an  excellent 
forum  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  among  Ukrainian 
historians  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  interested  in  a variety  of  periods  and 
topics. 

The  conference  program  will  begin  with  a 
session  devoted  to  historiography  — a survey  of 
the  state  of  the  discipline  and  a guide  to  work 
that  remains  to  be  done.  Some  traditionally 
thorny  problems  (the  historical  legacy  of 
Kievan  Rus1 , Ukraine's  part  in  the  Russian  revolu- 
tion) follow,  but  the  frontiers  of  the  discipline 
are  also  moved  forward  by  treating  several 
important  topics  largely  neglected  hitherto  in  the 
Ukrainian  historical  literature.  The  session  on 
the  role  of  the  city  in  Ukrainian  history  reflects 
the  new  interest  in  urban  social  history  throughout 
the  Western  world.  The  session  on  Ukraine  and  the 
Moslem  world  presents  a perspective  on  Ukrainian 
history  that  has  only  recently  come  to  light, 
thanks  mainly  to  research  by  the  Harvard  school 
of  Ukrainian  historians.  The  question  of 
Ukrainian  elites,  to  which  another  session  is 
devoted,  is  pivotal  to  an  understanding  of  the 
problem  of  political  discontinuity  in  Ukrainian 
history,  and  this  session  is  the  first  to  examine 
it  in  the  wide  perspective  of  both  Polish 
and  Russian  history.  A round  table  discussion 
will  conclude  the  program. 

The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
will  publish  the  proceedings  of  the  Ukrainian 
Historical  Conference.

Proposals  are  invited  for  papers  for  the 
second  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  annual  conferences  in  the  series  on 
Ukrainians  in  Canada,  with  special  emphasis  on 
developments  since  World  War  I,  to  be  held 
September  15-16,  1978  at  the  University  of 
Ottawa.  Entitled,  "Social  Trends  Among 
Ukrainian  Canadians,"  the  conference  will  pro- 
vide an  interdisciplinary  forum  for  interpretations 
of  the  statistical  information  compiled  in  the 
recently  completed  four-volume  manuscript: 

William  Darcovich  and  Paul  Yuzyk,  "A  Statistical 
Compendium  on  the  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  1891- 
1977,"  Ottawa,  1977(mimeo. ) . 

The  "Compendium"  is  a basic  and  comprehensive 
reference  work  of  statistics  on  Ukrainians  in 
Canada.  Statistics  from  decennial  and  quin- 
quennial censuses  of  Canada  are  compiled  into 
seventeen  topical  areas : ethnicity  and  ethnic 

origins;  population  by  subprovincial  areas;  rural- 
urban  population  and  age  distribution;  religious 
denominations;  language  knowledge  and  use; 
education  and  training;  political  participation; 
labour  force  by  occupation  and  industry;  farms 
and  farm  operators;  income  levels  and  distri- 
butions; immigration  to  Canada;  period  of  im- 
migration; citizenship  and  birthplace;  vital 
and  morbidity  statistics;  marital  and  family 
status;  ethnic  press;  and,  crime. 

Proposals  for  papers  are  invited  from  . 
researchers  and  scholars  in  demography,  sociology, 
history,  economy,  political  science,  and  geo- 
graphy. Topics  of  particular  interest  may 
include:  economic  mobility  of  Ukrainians  in 

Canada;  ethnic,  linguistic,  and  religious 
assimilation;  socialization  and  the  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  family;  and,  demographic  trends  among 
Ukrainian  Canadians. 

Oral  presentations  will  be  limited  to 
twenty  minutes;  conference  papers  will  be 
published  and  may  include  the  details  of 
statistical  analyses.  The  Institute  will  con- 
sider covering  research  costs  for  scholars 
presenting  papers  who  require  entry  onto  original 
data  tapes.  Contributors  to  the  conference  will 
be  provided  with  an  advance  copy  of  the  "Com- 
pendium" for  research  purposes.

RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 

Dr.  Bohdan  Bociurkiw,  Department  of  Political 
Science,  Carleton  University,  has  been  awarded  a 
research  grant  of  $6,500  to  enable  work  to  continue 
on  his  "Research  Project  on  Contemporary  Ukraine," 
a three-year  project  monitoring  the  state  of 
religion,  human  rights,  and  intellectual  dissent 
in  Soviet  Ukraine. 

Dr.  Yar  Slavutych,  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures,  University  of  Alberta, 
has  received  $1,275  to  prepare  a complete 
annotated  bibliography  of  Ukrainian  literature 
(poetry,  prose,  and  literary  scholarship)  published 
in  Canada  from  1908  to  the  present. 

Dr.  Bohdan  Kazymyra,  University  of  Regina, 
has  been  awarded  a grant  of  $4,500  to  collect 
documents  on  immigration  from  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Empire  to  Canada  from  1896  to  1914,  with  special 
emphasis  on  Ukrainian  settlement.  A number  of 
archives  in  Austria  and  Poland  will  be  visited  by 
Dr.  Kazymyra,  and  the  materials  gathered  will  be 
available  to  other  scholars  for  research  purposes.

The  "fugitive"  file  will  be  used  only  for 
reference  purposes,  and  unless  the  author  has 
indicated  otherwise,  will  be  marked  "not  to  be 
quoted  without  permission  of  the  author." 


REGISTER  AVAILABLE 

One  of  the  objectives  of  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  is  to  assist  in  the  establish- 
ment of  creative  contacts  among  professors,  scholars, 
writers,  researchers,  and  librarians  in  Ukrainian 
studies.  To  this  end,  the  Institute  has  developed 
a Register,  which  includes  brief  biographical 
information  about  the  professional  work  and  interest 
of  scholars,  researchers,  and  academics  in 
Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies  in  Canada. 

The  Register  is  based  on  a questionnaire  which 
was  circulated  by  the  Institute  in  the  spring  of 
1977.  Of  the  104  questionnaires  distributed, 
to  date  62  have  been  returned. 

The  list  presents  only  a skeletal  picture 
of  resource  personnel  and  work  in  progress 
in  Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies  in 
Canada.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  1978-79  Register 
the  large  number  of  university  academic  personnel 
will  be  complemented  by  private  scholars,  graduate 
students,  researchers,  archivists,  librarians, 
as  well  as  university  academics  who  have  still 
to  register. 

The  Register  is  planned  as  a guide  not  only 
for  students  contemplating  or  pursuing  Ukrainian 
or  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies,  but  also  for 
interested  scholars  and  researchers.

EDMONTON 
ANDRIJ  MAKUCH 

At  the  third  Institute  seminar  of  the 
1977-78  academic  year,  held  on  November  3, 

Andrij  Makuch,  fourth-year  honors  student  in 
history,  spoke  on  "The  Ukrainians  and  the 
Manitoba  School  Question:  1916." 

In  an  attempt  to  mollify  the  French,  the 
Laurier-Greenway  Compromise  of  1897  amended  the 
Manitoba  School  Act  to  allow  for  bilingual  education 
where  "ten  or  more  pupils"  spoke  a non-English 
tongue.  It  was  not  foreseen  that  combinations  of 
English  with  Polish,  German,  or  Ukrainian  would 
become  common.  As  many  of  the  non- English,  non- 
French  immigrants  were  of  the  Catholic  faith,  the 
French  Archbishop  of  St.  Boniface,  Abelard 
Langevin,  came  to  their  defence,  seeing  their 
native  tongue  as  the  "rampart"  of  their  faith, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  French.  His  greatest  ally 
in  assuring  bilingual  and  predominantly  Catholic 
school  districts  was  the  Conservative  premier, 

Sir  Rodmond  Roblin,  who  subscribed  to  a liberal 
theory  of  education.  However,  his  powerful  but 
corrupt  political  machine  had  neglected  to  institute 
much-needed  educational  reforms.  The  reform-minded 
Liberals  who  succeeded  him  abolished  bilingual 
education  as  much  to  assimilate  the  children  of 
the  foreign-born  as  to  institute  certain  educational 
reforms;  it  was  a decision  made  well  in  advance 
of  the  official  study  of  the  bilingual  schools' 
effectiveness  in  teaching  English  --  on  the  basis 
of  which  the  Liberals  claimed  it  was  necessary  to 
abolish  the  bilingual  classes. 


MICHAEL  SAVARYN 

The  Institute's  fourth  seminar  of  the  current 
academic  year  took  place  on  November  17.  Michael 
Savaryn,  first  year  law  student  at  the  University 
of  Alberta,  spoke  on  "Ivan  Dziuba — From  Inter- 
national-ism or  Russification  to  Facets  of  a Crystal. 1 

The  writers  of  the  1960s  gave  Ukrainian  cul- 
tural life  a spark  of  inspiration.  Ivan  Dziuba, 
a literary  critic,  symbolized  the  post-Stalin 
renaissance  in  Ukraine  by  becoming  a political 
activist.  For  ten  years,  seemingly  motivated  by 
uncompromising  conviction,  Dziuba  fearlessly 
criticized  government  policies;  his  actions  cul- 
minated in  the  preparation  and  circulation  of  the 
now  renowned  dissertation  Internationalism  or 
Russification.  Then,  quite  unexpectedly,  Dziuba 
broke  down  under  pressure  and  recanted. 

Valentyn  Moroz  attributes  this  downfall  to 
Dziuba's  lack  of  fervent  faith  combined  with  too 
much  logic  and  "realism."  Leonid  Pliushch,  on  the 
other  hand,  believes  that  Dziuba  lacked  the  neces- 
sary ideological  persistence,  and  that  his  arguments 
were  overly  emotional.  There  is  also  a third  inter- 


pretation. Dziuba  was  part  of  a reformist  movement 
in  Ukraine  whose  success  depended  on  a strong 
lobby  for  reform  and  compromise  by  Ukraine's  top 
political  leaders.  Indeed,  Shelest,  the  first 
secretary  of  the  C.P.U. , encouraged  efforts  to 
improve  the  status  of  the  Ukrainian  language  in 
Ukraine,  and  Dziuba  naturally  became  a full- 
blown political  activist  at  a time  when  the 
system  seemed  to  offer  genuine  opportunities  for 
reform. 

Two  trends  have  been  evident  within  the 
dissident  movement  in  Ukraine:  one  consisted  of 

reformists  willing  to  compromise  with  the  system  whl 
demanding  reform,  another  consisted  of  uncom- 
promising revolutionaries  who  lack  contact  with 
the  political  elite.  When  in  1972  the  entire 
political  elite  in  Ukraine  was  purged,  Shelest- 
ivshchyna  fell,  and  Dziuba,  imprisoned  at  that 
time,  saw  his  movement  torn  to  shreds.  He  had 
become  a dying  remnant  of  a bygone  era.  Resistance 
was  futile  because  his  self-imposed  duty  was  refor- 
mism, and  he  had  adhered  to  it  to  the  end  of  its 
possible  life. 

DR.  MANOLY  LUPUL 

The  fifth  Institute  seminar  of  the  1977-78 
academic  year  was  held  on  December  1.  Dr.  Manoly 
Lupul  spoke  on  " Ukrainian  Canadians  and 
Regional  Federalism. " 

In  his  presentation  the  speaker  analyzed  the 
linguistic-cultural  situation  in  Canada,  with 
emphasis  on  Quebec,  and  rejected  both  separation 
and  the  present  federal  arrangement  as  viable 
options  for  that  province.  Dr.  Lupul  put  forward 
a new  concept,  regional  federalism,  whereby  the 
regions  of  Canada  would  institute  language  policies 
in  accordance  with  the  ethnocultural  character  of 
their  population. 

In  Quebec  French  must  become  the  sole  language 
of  communication  and  Dr.  Lupul  criticized  the 
powerful  Anglophone  minority  in  Quebec  for  its 
reluctance  to  learn  French.  The  resulting  "one-way' 
bilingualism,  forced  the  Francophone  majority 
to  learn  the  language  of  the  minority  — English — 
in  order  to  survive  in  a predominantly  Anglophone 
economic  community.  Tensions  would  ease  considerably 
if  Anglophones  were  to  use  the  language  of  the 
Francophone  majority.  Most  Quebecers  would  still 
require  a knowledge  of  English  to  survive  on  the 
North  American  continent,  while  the  non-Anglo-Celtic 
and  non-French  ethnic  groups  would  have  to  become 
trilingual  in  order  to  preserve  their  identity. 

Ethnic  groups  in  other  provinces,  however, 
should  be  better  accommodated  within  the  policy  of 
official  bilingualism,  and  should  be  allowed  to 
further  their  cultural  and  linguistic  aspirations. 

In  the  Prairie  provinces,  for  example,  the  larger 
groups,  such  as  the  Ukrainians  or  Germans,  should 
have  access  to  their  native  language  in  education 
as  exemplified  by  the  Ukrainian-English  bilingual 
program  in  Edmonton,  a permanent  feature  of 
Alberta's  school  system. 


TORONTO 
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LEONID  AND  LARYSA  ALEKSEYCHUK 


MARGO  CARYNNYK 

Marco  Carynnyk,  editor  and  translator,  presented 
a seminar  on  November  2 at  the  University  of  Toronto 
entitled  "The  Poetry  of  Vasyl  Stus." 

The  Soviet  Ukrainian  poet  Vasyl  Stus  began 
publishing  poetry  in  1959  at  the  age  of  21.  In 
the  mid-sixties  he  became  involved  in  the  Ukrainian 
opposition  movement  and  boldly  spoke  out  against 
the  persecution  of  Ukrainian  culture.  In  January 
1972  Stus  was  arrested,  found  guilty  of  "anti- 
Soviet  agitation  and  propaganda,"  and  sentenced 
to  five  years  in  a labor  camp  and  three  years  in 
exile.  According  to  reports  from  the  camp,  his 
health  has  been  seriously  weakened  and  he  has 
been  subjected  to  harsh  and  arbitrary  punishment, 
including  the  destruction  of  some  600  of  his 
manuscript  poems. 

Stus'  poetry  is  available  in  two  books: 

Zymovi  Dereva  (Winter  Trees),  which  was  accepted 
for  publication  by  Radiansky  pysmennyk  in  Kiev 
before  the  ban  on  his  work  and  then  published  in 
Brussels  in  1970,  and  Svioha  v Sviahadi  (A  Candle 
in  a Mirror) , which  was  published  in  Munich  in  1977 
and  contains  Stus'  more  recent  work. 

After  discussing  some  features  of  Ukrainian 
poetry  in  the  1960s  and  1970s  and  analyzing  Stus’ 
poems,. with  particular  emphasis  on  the  second 
book,  Mr.  Carynnyk  argued  that  Stus  is  one  of  the 
most  gifted  poets  writing  in  Ukrainian  today. 

The  poetic  line  he  represents  can  be  traced  from 
Shevchenko's  poems  of  exile,  through  Tychyna 
and  Svidzinsky,  to  Kalynets  and  Holoborodko.  In 
his  lyric  poetry  Stus  expresses  his  perception  of 
how  tension  and  stillness  are  mediated.  Like 
Rilke,  whom  he  has  extensively  translated,  Stus 
looks  in  poetry  for  synthesis,  transformation,  and 
reconciliation  of  opposites.  His  recent  poetry 
transcends  the  lyrical  "I,"  and  the  poet  senses 
himself  as  a fragment  of  a harmonious  cosmos. 

The  intensity  with  which  he  speaks  raises  questions 
of  individual  psychology  to  a level  of  universal 
significance. 


ROMAN  ZURBA 

On  November  16,  Mr.  Roman  Zurba,  an  M. A. 
student  in  archeology  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
presented  slides  on  the  unofficial  paintings  of 
Feodosii  Humeniuk.  Mr.  Zurba,  who  met  the  artist 
in  Leningrad  as  a Canada-USSR  exchange  student, 

I showed  samples  of  Humeniuk' s art,  a combination 
of  Boychukesque  monumentalism  and  Cossack  motifs. 

He  made  particular  references  to  the  traditional 
Ukrainian  symbolism  of  Humeniuk' s works. 


On  November  16,  following  Mr.  Zurba,  Leonid 
and  Larysa  Alekseychuk  presented  a seminar  on 
"Film  and  Television  in  the  Soviet  Union." 

Recent  immigrants  from  the  Soviet  Union,  they  had 
worked  as  film  director  and  film  editor  respectively 
in  Kiev,  Donetsk,  Novosibirsk,  Leningrad,  and  Moscow. 

Mr.  Alekseychuk  spoke  on  the  characteristics 
of  censorship  in  the  Soviet  film  industry  from 
personal  experience.  The  criteria  for  censorship 
differs  for  painters,  writers,  and  film  makers. 
Workers  in  the  official  cultural  industry  are  more 
closely  watched  than  unofficial  artists,  since 
their  existence  depends  on  their  fulfilment  of 
orders  from  above.  There  are  no  written  rules 
for  what  can  be  filmed,  written,  or  painted;  what 
can  or  cannot  be  done  is  understood. 

Mr.  Alekseychuk  stated  that  the  Soviet 
documentary  was  a more  dynamic  form  of  film 
making  than  the  feature  film.  Nevertheless,  one 
was  still  greatly  restricted  by  the  need  to  show 
that  everything  was  prosperous  and  filled  with 
joy  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Film  making  possibilities 
were  as  restricted  in  the  provinces  as  in  the 
centers.  The  mentality  of  the  1930s  - a fear  of 
hidden  subversion  and  diversion  in  film  — 
persisted  among  censors. 

Despite  restrictions,  film  makers  attempt  to 
meet  professional  criteria  to  retain  some  quality 
in  even  the  worst  propaganda  films.  International 
opinion  has  affected  the  quality  of  films,  and 
censorship  is  occasionally  more  lenient  to  win 
foreign  acclaim. 

Censorship  functions  well. in  the  film 
industry  because  the  film  director  is  not  solely 
responsible  for  the  film;  the  whole  studio  suffers 
for  an  individual's  "errors."  This  collective 
responsibility  does  hamper  the  creativity  of 
individual  film  makers.  The  movie  industry  in  Kiev 
is  worse  off  than  that  in  provincial  Russian  cen- 
ters like  Novosibirsk,  where  censorship  is  much 
less  stringent.  Ukrainian  Party  censors  and 
critics  are  partly  to  blame:  directives  from 

Moscow,  coupled  with  a Ukrainian  provincial 
complex,  account  for  the  very  stubborn 
Ukrainian  censorship. 

Larysa  Alekseychuk  worked  as  a film  editor 
responsible  for  censorship  in  Soviet  film  studios. 
Subject  matter  which  directives  forbade  in  films 
included : 

1.  The  intelligentsia,  because  the  Soviet  hero 
could  only  be  a peasant,  worker,  or  soldier. 

2.  Sex,  not  even  kissing.  Mrs.  Alekseychuk 
contrasted  this  with  the  amorality  of  some 
individuals  who  issued  the  directives. 

3.  Hitler  and  Nazi  Germany,  because  the  viewer 
might  draw  analogies  with  the  Soviet  Union. 

4.  Soviet  defeats  during  World  War  II;  war  films 
could  only  show  victorious  Soviet  armies. 
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Mrs.  Alekseychuk  stressed  that  censorship 
was  effective  because  jobs  were  at  stake.  The 
situation  in  the  film  industry,  she  thought, 
could  only  worsen  because  the  new  generation  of 
film  studio  directors,  although  university- 
educated  (some  even  abroad) , were  responsible  to 
the  KGB.  Cynicism  seemed  to  describe  the  situation 
best.

DR.  J.B.  RUDNYCKYJ 

Dr.  Jaroslav  B.  Rudnyckyj , associate  of  the 


Institute  and  professor  emeritus,  presented  a 
series  of  four  seminars  at  Concordia  University, 
Loyola  campus,  Montreal,  on  September  9,  October 
23,  November  11,  and  December  12,  1977.  The 
major  topics  examined  were  "The  Ukrainian  Language: 
Its  Origins,  Peculiarities,  and  History"  and  "Cul- 
tures in  Contact/Conflict:  Typology  of  Cultures 

in  Contact/Conflict  Based  on  the  Degree  of  Inter- 
ference." The  first  two  sessions  were  presented 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Ukrainian  Catholic 
University  (Rome) , and  the  latter  two  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Ukrainian  Free  University 
(Munich) .

DR.  G.  LUCKY J HONORED 


Dr.  George  S.N.  Luckyj , associate  director 
of  the  Institute  and  professor  in  the  Department 
of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto,  received  the  Sesquicentennial  Long 
Service  Award  from  the  University  of  Toronto,  where 
he  has  taught  for  25  years. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  accession  to  the  throne 
Dr.  Luckyj  was  presented  with  a Jubilee  Medal 
for  his  work  in  Slavic  studies. 


MRS.  0.  BILASH  ATTENDS  CONFERENCE  IN  SASKATOON 

Mrs.  Bilash,  bilingual  coordinator  in  the 
Institute,  attended  the  Eleventh  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Saskatchewan  Teachers  of  Ukrainian,  entitled 
"Planning  for  Effective  Teacher,"  on  November  4-5, 
1977,  in  Saskatoon.  The  conference  was  well 
attended  by  teachers,  some  of  whom  had  travelled 
great  distances,  but  there  was  a noticeable  lack 
of  young  people.  The  Canadian  Association  of 
Teachers  of  Ukrainian  and  the  provinces  of 
Manitoba  and  Alberta  were  represented  by  observers. 

Four  full-day  workshops  were  scheduled  for 
the  teachers  of  Ukrainian  as  a second  language, 
one  each  for  K-Grade  III,  Grades  IV- VI,  VII- 
IX,  and  X-XII,  with  the  emphasis  on  the  audio- 
visual approach.  Teachers  exchanged  materials, 
teaching  tips,  and  were  informed  about  supplementary 
materials  used  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Orest  Kruhlak,  Director  of  the  Multi- 
cultural Program  in  Ottawa,  was  guest  speaker  at 
the  evening  banquet.  He  explained  the  structure 
and  criteria  for  federal  multicultural  grants 
and  directed  a discussion  on  the  need  for  teacher 
input  to  make  granting  procedures  more  effective. 

On  the  second  day,  Mrs.  Anna  Eliuk,  curricular 
assistant  for  the  English- Ukrainian  bilingual  pro- 
gram in  the  Department  of  Education  in  Alberta, 
outlined  the  program  in  an  oral  and  videotape 
presentation. 

There  are  some  2,400  Saskatchewan  students 
who  take  Ukrainian  as  a language  of  study;  over 
half  are  enrolled  in  Grades  VII  to  IX.  The  teachers 
themselves  must  be  commended  for  their  strong 
organization  (certainly  a model  for  other  provinces), 
which  was . ref lected  in  the  well-organized  conference. 


DR.  M.  LUPUL  AND  MRS.  0.  BILASH  ATTEND  CONFERENCE 
IN  CAMROSE 

Dr.  M.  Lupul,  the  Institute's  director,  and 
Mrs.  0.  Bilash,  the  Institute's  coordinator  of 
bilingual  education,  attended  a meeting  of  the 
Alberta  Cultural  Heritage  Council  (ACHC) , on  the  theme 
"Education  and  Language  in  an  Ethno-Cultural 
Setting,"  held  on  November  19-20  in  Camrose,  Alberta. 
The  panel  overview  which  began  the  program  covered 
such  areas  as  heritage  studies  and  language  lear- 
ning, teacher  training  and  the  ethnocultural 
language  schools,  federal  support  for  teacher 
training  and  teaching  aids,  and  the  driving 
forces  and  restraints  behind  developing  second 
language  programs.  Dr.  Lupul  and  Dr.  Bruce 
Bain,  Department  of  Educational  Psychology,  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  reacted  to  the  basically  fact- 
oriented  presentations.  Representatives  of 
the  various  groups  were  urged  to  consider  the 
matter  seriously,  to  evaluate  their  own  commit- 
ments, and  to  pursue  the  language  game  only  if  the 
commitment  was  strong. 

The  subject  was  discussed  further  in  the 
afternoon  group  workshops,  composed  of  members 
of  the  ACHC.  It  was  apparent  from  the  small  group 
discussions  that  most  of  the  ethnic  groups  in 
Alberta  are  still  unaware  of  the  extent  of 
provincial  and  federal  aid  available  to  language 
education  in  an  ethnocultural  setting.  Most 
speakers  therefore  stressed  the  need  for  improved 
communications  between  the  two  levels  of  govern- 
ment and  themselves.  The  Ukrainians  were  looked 
to  for  leadership,  but  no  group  seemed  capable  of 
looking  at  the  whole  educational  structure  to  propose 
more  viable  means  to  aid  ethnocultural  and 
linguistic  acquisition  on  a permanent  basis. 

The  Ukrainian  cultural  community  will 
undoubtedly  have  to  work  closely  with  the  more 
serious  ethnic  groups  to  achieve  effective 
language  education  in  an  ethnocultural  setting. 

But  before  this  can  be  done,  the  perceptions  of 
multiculturalism  by  other  ethnic  groups  and  its 
relation  to  language  and  education  will  have  to 
be  evaluated  much  more  sincerely  than  at 
Camrose. 


MRS.  0.  BILASH  ATTENDS  CONFERENCE  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

Mrs.  Bilash  attended  the  annual  meeting  and 
pre-conference  workshops  of  the  American  Council  of 
Teachers  of  Foreign  Languages  entitled 
"The  Language  Connection  — From  the  Classroom 
to  the  World,"  held  November  21-26  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. In  addition  to  numerous  delegates  from 
the  U.S.A. , several  from  Canada  and  Europe  attended. 
It  was  surprising  to  note  that  among  teachers  of 
many  second  languages  using  very  advanced  methodol- 
ogical approaches,  many  asked  questions  about 
Ukrainian,  and  especially  about  its  origins. 
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The  sessions  were  organized  into  ten  areas: 
professional  issues  and  concerns,  bilingual  educa- 
tion, career  education,  culture,  immersion  programs, 
individualizing  instruction,  learning  styles, 
promoting  foreign  language  study,  research,  and 
teacher  education.  Although  the  vast  majority  of 
participants  were  teachers  of  second  languages  as 
subjects  of  study,  very  strong  groups  of  pro- 
immersion or  pro-partial  immersion  programs  were 
also  present.  They  have  been  monitoring  Canada' s 
progress  in  language  education  with 
great  interest  and  respect,  and  were  keen  to 
learn  of  Edmonton's  Ukrainian-English 
bilingual  program. 

From  this  conference  it  is  clear  that 
teachers  of  Ukrainian  must  become  more 
familiar  with  general  language  education. 

Progress  in  methodology  and  research  done  with 
and  by  other  non-English  language  teacher  groups 
must  play  a larger  role  in  Ukrainian  teacher 
preparation,  and  research  and  methodology  used 
in  Ukrainian  programs  must  be  better  publicized. 


DR.  LUPUL  ATTENDS  CONFERENCE  IN  QUEBEC  CITY 

On  November  4-6,  Dr.  M.  Lupul,  the  Institute's 
Director,  attended  the  third  biennial  conference  of 
Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Association  at  Laval 
University,  Quebec  City,  entitled  "Emerging  Ethnic 
Boundaries."  As  chairman  of  the  nominations  com- 
mittee he  presented  the  slate  of  officers  for  the 
next  two  years,  which  was  approved  unanimously.
